Mongſt many diſaſtrous events 
and cruell murthers which haue 
| lately happened in theſe parts, 
no one is ſo lamentable; at tha t 
| which was commired vpon 
N | Sunday laſt being the 18, of 

"> lune, 1626. by one Jobs L- 
2 bert. His father (hee ſaid) had 
beene ſometimes Maſter of a ſhip, and his mother was i 
Gentlewoman, borne in Warwickeſbire, and liued and 
died neere Tome bil in Lenden, where hee was borne. 
Himſelfe had beene brought vp with a Merchant of 
Wine in London; and for a while was his Factor in 
Frame, where he learned the language perfectly. Bur 
his eſtate failing him, in the end was forced to.berake 
him to Armes, and follow the warre, Hee was at this 
time aged thirty and ſixe yeares, of a tall ſtature, and 
well clothed. 


The CAMmurther was tn this manner committed.

| rojſec his brother)and with his Newhew Thomas Score. 


Maſter Scott comming berwixt them both, & approach- - 
ing neere vnto the Churchyard Lambert who had ſea- 
red himſelte by 1 2.0f the clock at the Churchyard gate 
to attend nis comming, eſpying him draw nigh, roſe vp 
from his ſeat, and niade towa ds them, drew his Rapicr 
(which he had purpoſely ſhar pned) & put in a thtuſt to- 
wards his heart, But his brother perceiving the thruſt 
ſo neere, which the lappe of his cloake beat it a little 
downcwards: and it cntred through a skirt of his doub- 
let, and waſtband of his hoſe into his be ly. Whereupon 
falling downe hee was raiſed vp againe by his brother, 
andnephew, berwixr whom he was, | 
This being done, Lambert ſought by flight to haue 
eſcaped, but he was preſcutly apprehended, & brought 
backe to Maſter Score z whotold him he had neuer of- 
fended him, and asked him what reaſon had moued 
him to ſo wicked a fact. — 5 

Lambert very audaciouſly and inſolently replyed ; 
that what he had done, he would anſwer ; And that he 
was 2 Traitor to his Soueraigne, and had injured him 
by hindring his preferment to the Queei e of Bohemia, 
Maſter Score replied, | know thee not, God fotgiue thee 
and doe from the bot tome of my heart. 

The rumor hereof was preſently bronght into the 
Church, by the Readers wife coming in wich an open 
exclamation;Whereupon all the — ran forth much 
amazed and confuſed, and ſome of them drawing their 
ſwords, would haue ſlaine Lambert. But Monſ: Vun 
Hilton Secretat ie of the States. and others there preſent 
perſwaded them to put vp their ſwords, and to let lu- 
ſtice paſſe vpon him. Lambert was preſently brought 
to priſonʒ and Miſter Scott, went himſelſe to MF, James 


Netthorpe the Chirurgian his houſe, and all this while 
Was 
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was of good courage. After his wound was ſearched 
he ſa1d, Maſter /awes what thinke you? I hope it will 
ſoone be healed; bur Maſter /ames naked his head, and 
: replied nothing to him, which Maſter Score perceiving 
anſwered himielſe, Then muſt I prepare my ſelie for 
God, and for denth. And theſe were the laſt words hee 
ſpake, who was preſently caried home in a chaire, vn- 
clad, laid in his bed, and about one houre after dyed, 


* which was about foure of the c'ocxe in the aſternoone. 


Lambert all this while made no ſhew of any ſorrow 
but moſt impudently affirmed (as it were tjumphing- 
ly) That if it were to be done, hee could yer doe it a- 
gaine; making a fond and yaine ſhew of hope of deli- 
ucrance, which hee perſwaded himſelfe of, by an ap- 
prehenſion, or rather a Satanicall illuſion, which had 
thus blind :d & ſeduced himchereunto, For,after. x ards 
very often hee publiquely affirmed vnto all that ccn- 
ferred wich him, and more eſpecially to the Comman- 
der of the garriſon, and the Preacher that wene vnta 
himto Air him vp to repentance: That hee knew they 
all could not hurt him; For, ſaith he, my heavens, my 
Miſtris, the ſpirits of my Soueraigne in the Queene of 
Bohemia will free me preſenily. And calling for pen 
and inke to write vnto her, hee there write ſomerhing 
to no pu poſe, and then the penne and inke was taken 
from him. 

In this blinded and ſeduced opinion of his owne 
worth, of that good deed, (as he termed it) and ofthe 
in: urie which Maſter Scott had done vnto him, he con- 
tinued all that next day: adding other circumſtances 
thereunto, how that the reſolution to doe this damna- 
ble fact, had beene taken about eight weekes before: 
And that his ſpirits had v:ged and enforced him there- 
unto. And he confeſſed that the Sunday before hee 
had ſcared himſelfc in the ſame place thinking then to 


haue killed him; but hee was by an cuill ſpirit caried 


vnto 


vnto the towne walls, and with that ſpirit guarded to 
his lodging where it left him, and that preſently after 
in his lodging he was aſſaulted by many good ſpirits, 
(as he called chem) who would giue him no eaſe night 
nor day, vntill that deed ſhould be performed; and af- 
fured him that Maſter Scett alone was the cauſe ofthe 
hinderance of his preferment, and aduancementz And 
that as ſoone as he ſhould be ſlaine, then his aduance- 
ment ſhould preſently follow. 

With theſe, and many other fond reaſons, he harde- 
ned himſelſe und to the Sergeant Mai t of the Gariſon, 
hee affirtned that the fact was iuſt. law full, according 
to Gods word, and the law of Moſer which by Scrip- 


he would iuſtiſie: For, (ſaith he) confirme that law of 
Lex talionis, he might recompence one cuill deed with * 


another, 23an eye for an eye, a tooth for a tooth. &c; 
and then he had done but luſtice, for which no law 
could conuince or condemne him. 

In this ſeduced and blinded obſtinacie, he continu- 
ed till Tueſday at night: For, all che exhortations and 
admon that could be vſed to him could nothing 
at all preuaile with him. Now the next day after 
the fact was done, hee being onely examined, and 
hauing anſwered as is aforeſaid: his examinations 
were by the preſent commander of the garriſon (Cap- 
taine William Droumownd Segeant Maior of a Scot- 
tiſh Regiment, ſent vnto Vm, to the Gouernour, 
the Baron of Brederede, who by poſte ſent them to the 
Prince. from whom came anſwer backe againe vpon 
the tueſday following to proceed in Juſtice againſt him 
according as the nature of his fact did require. Which 
by ſharpe examination vpon the rack e was effected on 
Wedneſday following. 

A little before which time he began to haue ſome fee- 
ling of the fact, and a kind of forrow for the ſame; de- 
Gring the ayde of the Officers to labour for his releaſe, 
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and (aid to be well contented to offer his right hand for 
ſaisfaction for the deed, ſo that his life might be ſpared, 
And yet euen at the very inſtant of his torti re would 
not bee perl waded but that lus heauens, and his Soue- 
raigne (who Caily and hourely had termed him one of 
heauens worthies, and heauens elect, and many the like 
epichites) would free him, and not ſutfer him to bee 
hurt, but found the contrary. 

Afterwards he confeſſed further, that hee entended 
often to haue acquainted Maſter Scott with theſe temp- 
tations, to haue reuealed the ſame, but conſidering that 
by ſome meanes or other it might be knowne; and for 
which the ſouldiers would haue raiſed ieſts, & mocked 
and icered him there with, he therefore held his reſolu- 
tion. And morcouer vpon the racke, and afterwards 
being charged, that he was hired to doe this deed, and 
deſired that he would reveale the truth, who they were 
that hid ſet him on in this action: Hee very ſeriouſly 
proteſted, that alchough he had ſerued the en emie for 
the ſpace of three. moneths or thereabouts vnder a 
Scotch Captaine before Bergen vp Zome the time of that 
ſiege, and afterwards a while in garriſon in Flanders; 
yet he himſelfe was neuer any Papiſt ; And that hee 
was not ſet on, nor hired, by any Prieſt, Icſuit or other 
whatſoeuer; But that the ſpirit had perſwaded him of 
the injuries as is aforeſaid, and that hee could haue no 
reſt vntill chat fact was performed, 

He affirmed likewiſe that hee neuer miſſed the hea- 
ring of Maſter Scores Sermons; and that very often hee 

heard him preach vnto his good content, with de- 
light and comfort, 

The ſame wedneſday was Maſter Scott buried in C- 
tricht, after a very honourable manner; accompanied 
with all che Miniſters, Elders, and Deacons of the ſeve- 
rall Congregations with 8 Deputies of the States — 
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the Prouĩnce, and moſt of the Magiſtrates of the towne 
in mourning cloakes; with a traine of Burgers, and 
the Commanders, Captaines, Officers and Souldiers - 
of the Garriſons, the like hath not beene ſeene, nor 

» knowne in Uerichtz wich a generall lamentation gf all 
men for the loſſe of ſo worthy a man. 

The day following, the Councell of Warre aſſem- 
bled to determine the ſentence, who there agreed that 
the offender ſhould bee Raiebracht, that is, to haue his 
bones broken vpon a wheele,and ſo to be ſer vp by the 
ordinaric place of Iuſtice, which, when Lambert vnder- 
ſtood, with an earneſt deſire he intreated that his body 
might bee buried. Vpon this his intreatie , that. ſen- 
rence was altered, and it was reſolued,chat the next day 
his right hand ſhould be cut off, and nailed to the gal- 
lo wes, then he to be hanged, and his dead body to bee 
laid vpon a wheele without any buriall. 

The ſame euening the Preacher, and other godly 
men being ſent vnto him, to giue him warning and to 
prepare him for death: They found him as vncapable of 
inſtruction, and as full of his fond and imaginarie con- 
ceits as before; Then likewiſe affirming that his Soue- 
raigne,who daily and hourely appeared vnto him as the 
ſpirit of the late Queene Elixabeth in the Queene of 
Hohemia, the ſpirit of his Soueraigne King James, and 
of his Excellency the late Prince of Orange; by whom 
he was intituled one of Heauens Worthies, Heauens 
Elet,&c. And from theſe vaine fantaſies he could not 
bee brought neither by threatning of his cemporall 
death, nor of his ſoules damnation hereafter, Hee 
continued in this obſtinacie, and obdurateneſſe, 
notwithſtan ding Whatſocuer promiſes, or threat- 
nings could bee {poken vnto him concerning his ſalua- 
tion or damnation. In all other diſcouiſes, whereof 


there were ſundry both in Engliſh and in good F any + 
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he was very ſenſible, able enough, & prompt, and held 
a good formalitie therein, tothe admiration of many 

that were ſent and heard him, 
At the place of execution there was no alteration in 
him, His righc hand was firſt cut off, and nailed to the 
allowes ; And after that the Preacher had exhorted 
im, and prayed with him,he was hanged. And very 
ſeldome hath it beene ſecne t hat a man ſhould liue ſo 

long as he did hanging, though the Exceutio- 
ner did che beſt he could to helpe to 
tid him out of his paine.
